Upper Level Exhibition Gallery : THE YEAR IN REVIEW. An exhibition 
of acquisitions made by The Cleveland Museum of Art in 1984.

Prints and Drawings Galleries ; RENAISSANCE DRAWINGS FROM THE 

AMBROSIANA. This exhibition from the Biblioteca Ambrosiana, Milan, 
is the first of its kind to travel extensively outside Italy and 
the first to show in America these eighty 14th-- to early 17th- 
century German and Italian drawings. Through June 16, 1985. 

Ground Level Exhibition Gallery; VENICE: THE AMERICAN VIEW, 1860- 
1920. This exhibition of over 100 paintings, watercolors, etchings, 
and pastels examines the appeal and importance of Venice as a subject 
for American artists, principally John Singer Sargent, Maurice 
Prendergast, and James McNeill Whistler, from 1860 to World War I. 
Through April 21, 1985. 

Gallery A (adjacent to the Bookstore) ; KENNETH SNELSON: PANORAMIC 
VIEWS OF VENICE. Fourteen panoramic color photographs of Venice 
taken in 1982 by American sculptor /photographer Kenneth Snelson, 
lent by The Zabriskie Gallery, New York City. Through April 28, 1985. 

Textile Corridor : VENICE: SILK AND LACE. An exhibition from the 
collections of The Cleveland Museum of Art of textiles used by 
Venetians from the 14th through the 18th century including Italian 
silks and velvets and the famous Venetian laces of the 17th and 
18th centuries. Through August 1985. 

Ground Level Exhibition Gallery : VENICE AS CITY Al^D THEATER. Venice 
and its festivals are depicted in 90 prints and drawings by 18th- 
century Venetian artists, including Canaletto, Guardi, and .the 
Tiepolos, from the collections of The Cleveland Museum of Art.

Classroom Level Exhibition Area : THE FINE ART OF GRAPHIC DESIGN. 

Drawn from the Museum’s prints and drawings, modern art,

Included are books, posters, illustrations, 
cartoons, cartography, photography, typography, advertising materials, 
and packaging examples dating from the 15th century until today.
